Hollywood, April 4 —(UP)— A 


quarter miUlon fan club members 
today threatened a movie boycott 
unless Hollywood plays- the 
gra- 


cious host for their first national 
convention. 
. F.i.lr" studios 
yesterday bluntly 
.inv'ted the nation's 500 fan clubs 
to hold their convention somehwere 
else. 


They said they didn't want to be 


bothered nurscmaiding a horde of 
uncnapcroned 
bobby-soxers run- 
ning loose in the film capital. 


And, they added, they 
weren't 
even let in on delegates' plans to 
tour the studios and visit stars in 
their homes. 


In a 400-word letter to Mrs. El- 
^n Roufc, president of the "Fan 
Club _Lcague, International," spon- 
sor of the convention, 40 major and 
independent 
studios 
said 
they 


would "extend no cooperation" to 
the meeting. 
..They dian't dislike 
fan 
clubs, 
they hastened to say. 


"We are of the opinion, 
how- 


jvor, that the project . . . is ill- 
advised and would prove cxtremc- 


;y embarrassing and disappoinling 
to_fan club delegates-," they wrote. 


You have made 
no 
arrange- 
ments for proper chaperoning, su- 
pervision and protectio n of the del- 
egates — presumably a large per- 
centage of them jnors."

The condemned man, 
stocky and clean shaven and wear- 
ing a green German officer's uni- 
form, was calm and attentive as 
he listened through headphones to 
the hour-long reading of the judg- 
ment. The courtroom was crowded. 


Hoess is permitted to ask Presi- 


dent Bolcslaw Beirut for clemency, 
but even should he do so

seemed certain to be denied. No 
date was set for the execution.

Now they

make of it. 


Gary is only 21 months old. 
Blind since birth, Gary sits on 


the piano bench and 
plays 
with 


both hands such tunes as 
"My 


Darling Neillie Gray," "Bell Bot- 
tom Trousers" end "Wabash Can- 
non Ball." He began learning the 
tunes by imitating his- lather four 
months ago. 


"I never saw anything like it," 


said Mrs. Audrey Kixmiller, who 
visited the Trent 'home with her 
husband last night. The baby en- 
tertained them. 


"He was a little tired," Mrs. 


Kixmiller said, "but he played tt?o 
or three different tunes-, songs we 
all know. I've taken a few piano 
lessons, but he can play better than 
I can." 


Gary's parents, Mr. 
and 
Mrs 


Robert Trent, said they had not 
publicized the baby's ability, other 
than mention it to neighbors, be- 
cause they didn't expect 
anyone 


would believe them. 


Trent, a utility plant boiler ope- 


rator, said his baby son used to be 
quite restless and cry a lot 
be- 


cause he was unable to enjoy his 
tosy—playUiings that appeal chief- 
ly to the sense of sight in normal 
babies. The 
baby has boon quite 


happy since he 
discovered 
the 


piano, Trent said, and plays 
as 


much as four hours a day. 


"He plays the melody with one 


hand," said Trent, "an harmonizes 
notes in the bass with the other. 
His bass improves every clay." 


Trent, who once played stringed 


instruments in an orchestra, said 
he plays his favorite tunes on the 
piano, then lifts the baby to the 
bench. The baby imitates him. "If 
I make a mistake, so 
does 
the 
baby," Trent said. 


The baby was born June 14, 1945. 


The Trenls have two 
other chil- 


dren, Kenneth, 10, and Connie, 7. 
Neither they nor the mother, Flor- 
ence, play the piano.

only is determined to see his crisis 
through, but thai he has- failh in 
himself. That's a question of vast 
importance in these days when the 
world unhappily is divided into'two 
camps, and Britain is siding with 
America. 


The indications are thai the Brit- 
ish public in general is united on

The schools' 
financial 
survey 


shows, for instance, that the dis- 
trict assessment for the 
school 
year 1929-30 was $3,038,218, fell in 
1936-36 lo a low of $2,125,458—and 
for 1946-47 is only $3,393,249, bare- 
ly, more lhan it was two decades 
ago. . 


I note that the survey indicates 


a hoped - for increase of 30 per 
cent in the assessment for the new 
year, and a further increase of 10 
. percent the following year.

Supporting this proposal 
are 


some graphs, one snowing th;.t lo- 
lal school revenues (local, 
slale 


and.federal governments) have far 
oulslripped the gain in 18 - mill 
tax revenue alone; while another 
graph shows thai since 1929 Ihe lo- 
lal enrollment in local schools has 
jumped from 1,729 to 2.681. 


What this means is: Our 
com- 
munily has 'increased iis load on

ny of its good resolutions in the 
past to be forgotten. 


It was also encouraging to read 


the commiltee's manifeslo which

lage."

It is unlikely thai the Kuomin- 


tang was thinking particularly o.f 
' the U% W. when il promised again 
' Ihis long-needed reform. Surely il

The Chiang governmenl has long 
been a source of official and unof- 
ficial embarrassmenl to the U. S.

Even those who longed for peace in 


''•^•'China and disliked the prospect of 


Russian domination there have had 
serious reason to doubt thai a com 
munist dictatorship would be any 
worse for the Chinese people than 
the present dictatorship of 
the 


right. 


The complexion of the 
Chiang 


government has split 
American 


public opinion. It raises essentially 
the same question, in regard to A- 
merican support, as the 
present 


Greek government. 


The fact remains, however, that 


if the American government is em- 


™ barking on even a limited program 


to check tlne expansion of commu- 
nism, the Chinese situation must 
be faced and a decision must be 
reached. If Ihe Kuomintang really 
means to relax its 
dictatorship 


land, in good faith, install even 
a 


limited representative democracy, 
the decision will be greatly simpli- 
fied. 


As for the promised 
Russian 


move out of Dairen, there, too A- 
mcricanns must wait and see. But 
the Sovicl governmenl does hon- 
or ils agreement to turn the port 
over lo China, perhaps Washington 
will have reason to think that its 
firmer policy toward Russia is ta- 
king effect. 


It is true thai Russia's concilia- 


tory answer to the American note 
on Dairen was announced on the 
same day that Russia, in the UN, 
was vetoing a U. S.-backed resolu- 
tion holding Albania responsible for 
mine laying in the Forfu Channel. 


From this one might guess, until 
proven wrong, thai Ihe Soviel guv 
eminent is refusing to budge in re 
gins where its dominance is se 
cure, but is pulling in its horns in 
places where the issue is still in 
doubt.

111., mine disaster. The 518 mines 
in 19 stales normally produce G16,- 
000 Ions daily, or about one quar- 
ter of the nalion's total.

safety out the Dcpartmenl of In- 
terior said at Washington that pits- 
could be reopened — regardless of

Peiping, April 5 —(/P)—• Chinese 


Communists, sweeping 
suddenly 


out of the early morning darkness, 
today attacked a U. S. Marine ar- 
tillery supply depot near Tangku, 
killing five marines and wounding 


, 16 others, six of whom were not ex- 
pected to live. 


Papers found on the bodies of 


slain attackers verified they were 
Communists, an 
officail 
marine 
statement said. 


The statement did not mention 


the number of casualties suffered 
by the attackers, but Chinese mil- 
itary officers reported 100 of the 
band killed or wounded. 


These officers' announced 
that 


GOO government troops from Chiang 
Kai-shek's Second Army had been 
dispatched from Tientsin to 
aid 
marines in tracking down the at- 
tackers, whose numbers were not 
known. 


Even as the attackers faded into 
the darkness from which they had 
struck at a marine 
ammunition 


dump, a heavily-armed marine con- 
voy was made ready at Tientsin, 
25 miles to the west, to set out in 
pursuit. 


Stung by the biggest 
casualty 


toll in a long series of clashes with 
North China irregular, Col. Julian 
N. Frisbie, commander of the Fifth 
Marines at Peiping, was flying to 
Tientsin to take 
personal com- 
mand. 


A brief marine 
announcement 


confirmed that the fighting, at Hs- 
mho, five miles west of Tangku, 
raged for four hours and fifteen 
minutes beginning at 1:15 a. m. 


The reports of the fighting were 


fragmentary, saying that one ma- 
rine tank was disabled by a land 
mine, and that severl explosions 
of . stored 
mmunition rocked the 
dump. 


That may have been their mo- 


tive this time, but they found the 
dump manned by about a com- 
pany of Marines from the First 
Battalion of the First Marine Di- 
vision. 


While the marine statement said 


that the marines 
were 
pursuing 


their assailants, subsequent reports 
indicated the 
engagement 
was 


broken off when Ihe Chinese dis- 
persed. 


The marine announcement iden- 


tified the attackers only as "a dis- 
ident force" but other 
cjjuarters 


here agreed with an official source 
in Nanking, who said

this. 


American military aid to Greece 
is not a crusade to aid democracy, 
for there is no. democracy in the 
Greek government. And surely we 
are not crusading for democracy 
in supporting the Turkish Army." 


Taylor, who has proposed with 


Senator Pepper (D-Flui, that the 
Greek-Turkey problem be turned 
over to the' United Nations, said 
he sees behind the aid program 
"an oil grab" to benefit "Ameri- 
can monopolies." Some critics of 
the proposal contend its main value 
would be to safeguard U. S.
